The features of a blower interposed between the injection system and the 
carousel, the blower delivering two jets of compressed air that are substantially 
perpindicular to each other, each mail item being displaced between the two jets of air 
render the invention novel and non-obvious over the prior art. Here, it is well known in 
the envelope handling arts to use various air blasts as deflecting and guiding means 
(See e.g., GB 1022824, Fig. 6). The claimed positioning of the jets with respect to a 
receptacle within a postal sorting machine carousel, however, is not taught or 
suggested by the prior art.
